THE  MODEL  SCHOOL. 

NONE  of  our  universities  tries  to 
teach  engineering  without  shop- 
work,  or  medicine  without  a  clinic, 
yet  they  try  to  teach  pedagogy  with- 
out a  model  school.  Our  normal 
schools  do  not  make  this  mistake. 

With   much  misgiving  concerning 
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our  ability  to  deal  effectively  wifh' 
the  task,  we  desire  at  this  time  to 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  Miss  Ackerman  and  her 
corps  of  trained  and  able  assistants. 
A  study  of  Miss  Ackerman,  in  the 
Model  School  and  in  committee  meet- 
ings, has  convinced  us  that  her  suc- 
cess is  due  to  a  full  and  careful, 
technical  preparation,  coupled  with 
an  executive  power  which  lines  up 
people  and  events.  A  sen^ne  and  un- 
iform temperament,  a  firm  and  kind- 
ly mode  of  dealing  with  the  students, 
an  optimistic  habit  of  mind,  ju.stified 
by  the  results,  have  given  her  the 
prominent  place  which  the  head  of 
the  Model  School  should  have  and 
hold. 


STABILITY. 

AX  ARTIST  seeking  a  symbol  of 
stability  would  perhaps  select  the 
pyramids  of  Egypt.  An  engineer 
seeking  such  a  symbol  would  perhaps 
choose  an  express  train  under  full 
head  of  steam.  Such  a  train  may 
sway  a  little  as  it  passes  over  the  fish 
plates  and  a  fight  among  the  passen- 
gers may  cause  some  rocking,  but 
the  engineer  is  able  to  calculate  the 
disturbance  which  can  be  caused  by 
such  forces  and  due  allowance  has 
been  made. 

This  school  is  an  '^xami'lp  of  sta- 
bility, not  the  stability  of  the  pyra- 
mids, rather  the  stability  of  a  train 
at  full  speed,  driven  restlessly,  and, 
if  necessary,  ruthlessly,  in  its  career 
of  beneficence.  Let  us.  teachers  and 
students,  study  the  mechanics  of  this 
school ;  such  a  study  may  save  us 
trouble. 


EXPERIENCES     OF     A     MODEL 
SCHOOL  TEACHER. 

The  first  day  a  student  teacher 
takes  up  her  work  in  the  ]\Iodel 
School  is  one  v/hich     she     long     re- 


niehibers.  As  she  stands  in  her  class 
room  waiting  for  her  class  to  come, 
she  is  conscious  of  a  creeping  sensa- 
tion, a  desire  to  turn  and  run,  an  ear- 
nest hope  that  the  floor  will  open  up 
and  take  her  into  unknown  depths 
— to  any  place  away  from  where  she 
is.  Just  as  these  thoughts  are  flash- 
ing through  her  mind  and  she  is 
groping  for  the  opening  words  of  her 
lesson,  she  sees  her  class  pass  in  and 
take  seats.  If  she  were  less  excited 
she  might  read  the  curiosity,  wonder 
and  mischief  written  on  the  faces  be- 
fore her. 

However,  she  has  all  she  can  do  to 
control  herself.  She  opens  the  les- 
son in  a  perfunctory  way,  always 
keepink  a  tight  grip  on  her  thoughts 
and  gradually  bringing  her  feelings 
down  to  normal  pitch.  All  through 
the  lesson  the  pupils  are  engaged  in 
watching  the  teacher.  Just  now,  she 
is  the  center  of  attraction.  AVould 
that  it  were  so  a  later  day !  Thus  the 
first  day  ends  with  results  not  near- 
ly so  disastrous  as  the  young  teach- 
er had  anticipated.  So  time  goes  on 
and.  when  the  first  week  has  gone 
by,  she  feels  that  she  really  likes  the 
work. 

The  first  time  the  critic  teacher 
comes  into  the  room  is  a  momentous 
time.  Xo  sooner  does  the  critic 
teacher  seat  hcrsnlf  than  all  the 
thoughts  crammed  into  the  young 
teacher's  head  take  flight.  Her  mind 
is  nearly  blank.  While  she  is  thus 
seeking  some  thread  of  thought,  a 
suggestion  from  the  critic  brings 
her  back  to  her  class  and  in  some 
sort  of  wsLy  she  flounders  back  into 
a  region  somewhere  near  the  starting 
point.  At  last  the  critic  teacher 
leaves  the  room,  and,  with  a  sigh  of 
relief,  the  teacher  goes  on  with    her 

lesson.

DESIGN  AND  COMPOSITION. 

I'eiliaps  oiu'  of  the  most  interest- 
]dia,ses  of  the  Drawing  (bourse  was 
tlu^  study  of  design  and  composition. 
Tlie  tirst  step  was  the  inal\ing  of  or- 
iginal wall  i>ai)er  or  border  designs 
by  an  interesting  arrangement  of 
straight  lines.  Here  it  was  noted 
tluit  a  wide  variety  of  pictures  could 
l)e  obtained  by  using  merely  a  gi'oup 
of  straight  lines,  varying  their  direc- 
tion aiul  spacing  on  the  paper. 

Aftt'r  this,  composil  ions,  using 
two  or  three  values  in  chnrcoiil  with 
some  flower  drawing  as  a,  nu)tive, 
were  made.  When  a  satisfactory 
composition  in  charcoal  tone  was  ob- 


tained it  was  traced  on  paper,  al- 
ready grayed  with  water  color,  and 
tile  design  carried  into  color,  keep- 
ing the  same  values  as  in  the  previ- 
ous charcoal  drawing  but  also  en- 
deavoring to  retain  the  brilliancy  of 
color;  this  helped  greatly  in  seeing 
value  and  also  with  cond)ination  of 
l)right  colors. 

This  was  followed  l)y  simple  illus- 
li'alions.  Some  story,  a  childish  fa- 
voiite,  as  "An(h'rson's  Swan  Ti^iii- 
eess,"  or  the  better  known  "Sleei)ing 
Deauty",  was  considered.  Some  sim- 
ple part  of  the  story,  which  does 
not  involve  action,  was  expressed  in 
tone.  The  illustrations,  if  the  tinu^ 
\\ere  given,  might  ho  put  very  suc- 
cessfidly  into  water  color  as  were  the 
(lower  designs,  thus  giving  somewhat 
the  effect  of  Ja,i)anese  prints.

Nearly  any  pleasant  day  now.  a 
visitor  ps^ssinj;  down  the  north 'walk 
may  see  a  class  with  a  pupil  teacher 
studyiiif^  nature  on  the  campus  or 
in  the  jj^i-ove.  They  have  Jiad  lessons 
on  the  dandelion,  the  oak  and  maph- 
trees,  and  nuniei-ous  hirtl  lessons. 

Of  the  twenty-two  pu!)ils  in  the 
ninth  o:rade,  twenty  will  he  given 
certificates  which  ciitillc  them  to  en- 
ter tlie''  Normal  School  as  reji^ular 
students.  Since  this  grade  now  re- 
cites in  the  Model  School,  seniors 
have  the  i)rivilege  of  securing  valu- 
able experience  in  first  year  high 
school  work.

Dr.  March,  superintendent  of  the 
Greensburg  schools,  spent  a  day  in 
the  Model  School  this  term,  and  ex- 
pressed himself  as  much  pleased  with 
the  Avork  in  all  the  grades.  Supt. 
Shankof  Jeainiette  was  anoth(^r  vis- 
itor, as  was  also  i\Ii-s.  Thorn  of  El- 
mira,  N.  Y.,  a  graduate  of  Albany 
Normal  College  more  than  forty 
years  ago.  She  congratulated  us  on 
our  fine  e(|uipment  for  work  and  said 
that  she  considered  modern  methods 
of  teaching  far  ahcnid  of  the  old  ones. 

Since  Miss  Van  Dyke  has  been 
teaching  methods,  she  has  instituted 
the  custom  of  bringing  her  various 
classes  to  the  Model  School  once 
each  term,  for  observation  work.  La- 
ter in  her  classes,  they  criticise  what 
they  have  seen  according  to  a  ■  cri- 
terion previously  given  them.  Teach- 
ing lessons,  too.  are  given  to  classes 
of  children  brought  into  tln^  meth- 
ods room  from  the  Model  School. 
These  innovations  will  certainly  give 
the  juniors  and  middlers  more  idea 
of  what  will  be  expected  of  them 
when  they  begin  to  teach. 
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The  Ninth  Grade  has  been  much 
interested  and  profited  this  term  in 
their  general  review  of  geography, 
by  the  use  of  Dr.  Russell  Smith's 
''Practical  Geography  by  Grades" 
accompanied  by  a  series  of  outline 
maps  published  by  Wm.  IJi'vcrlcy 
Harrison  of  New  York.  It  is  held 
that  this  series  will  furnish  a  pupil's 
guide  by  which  he  may  build  Ids  own 
geography,  since  practical  geography 
includes  the  ability  to  visualize  rep- 
resentations {nuii>sj  of  various  por- 
tions of  the  earth's  surface,  and  the 
possession  of  tlie  habit  of  mentally 
locating  thereon  facts  iiaving  a  geo- 
graphical location — travels,  histoi-y, 
current  events. 

Under  the  direction  of  ^liss  Estes, 
physical  culture  has  become  very 
popular  in  all  the  grades,  and  is  al- 
ready proving  its  worth  in  the  Ix'tter 
carriage  of  the  pupils,  the  quick, 
light  step,  bright  eyes  and  ipiiekcmed 
brains.  Since  child  study  has  shown 
that  certain  plays  and  exercises  are 
better  suited  to  some  ages  than  to 
others,  the  critic  teachers  and  JMiss 
Estes  have  arranged  a  schedule  for 
the  different  grades.  The  first  and 
second  grades  learn  little  folk  danc- 
es which  give  them  grace  and  uncon- 
sciousness of  self;  the  third  and 
fourth  grades  have  rhythm  work  con- 
•  sisting  of  aninud  imitations,  fast  and 
slow,  light  and  heavy  nuirching, 
trade  imitations,  bouncing  and  toss- 
ing ])alls,  see-saws,  etc.,  which  they 
themselves  must  learn  to  adapt  to 
the  music  which  accompanies  them. 
In  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  th(! 
work  becomes  more  formal,  with 
dundi-b(dl  drills,  military  nuirching 
and  basket-l)all.  In  the  uj)i)er  grades 
where  the  feeling  for  "working  for 
our  si(l(^"  is  uppermost,  there  are 
l)asket-l)all  teams  of  both  girls  and 
boys,  a  base  liall  team  and  a  tennis- 
club.  Last  term  tlu^  ninth  grad(^  boys 
were  highly  delighted   at  defeating 


the  normal  girls  in  basket-ball.
